ENDED HIS TROUBLES. 


A Deserted Husband Finally Resorts to 
Snicide. 

Cutoago, Oct. 28 —[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Edwin E. Marshall of the 
United States Navy shot himself dead 
at a hotel this morning as a result of 
trouble between himself and his young 
and beautiful wife. 

Marshall and wife were married at 
Denver last February, but had not lived 
together happily. His wife finally left 
him, it is said, and made her way to 
California. The husband started in hot 
pursuit. Afterscouring several west- 
ern States the wife was hunted down in 
Chicago. She quitted the hotel 
about three weeks ago, and just 
a few minutes after her  hus- 
band’s arrival.

How Germans are Persecuted in the 


Czar’s Domains, 


Kissing the ‘“‘Russian Christ’’—Forced to 
Sell Out at any Price and Flee to 
This Country or Argentine 
Republic.

New York, Oct. 28.—[By the Associ- 


the Majestic, which arrived today, was 
Dr. Walter Kempster special immigation 
commissioner, who has made an exhaus- 
tive invéstigation of the Russian phase 
of thesubject.

“I will speak on one. subject, haw 
ever,’ said he. ‘“Itis with reference 
to the Germans who are being expelled 
from Russia in great numbers. This is 
being done inspite of the fact that 
there has been no ukase issued ordering 
expulsions of Germans. . They are 
being forced out by a system which the 
people of this county cannot under- 
stand. Hitherto their villages have 
been allowed to elect their own presi- 


dent. Last fall an order was issued 


that all persons elected to such posi- 
tions should ‘kiss the Russian Christ.’ 
All these Germans being Roman Catho- 
lics have naturally declined to do this, 
hence they are debarred. 

“Other methods of persecution are 
practiced,’’ said Dr. Kempster. ‘‘If 
Germans desire to build any churches 
or repair existing structures they are 
required tosubmit plans to the Holy 
Synod. This body always raises the 
estimate from hundreds to thousands, 
precluding the possibility of having the 
wotk done. The German language is 
not allowed to be taught in the schools. 
All this is nothing more than religious 
persecution. The consequence is that

TIES SHAKEN 


A Terrific Earthquake in 
| Japan. 


Great Loss of Life and Damage to 
Property on Hondo Island. 


Three Hundred Persons Reported 
Killed at Hiogo. 


The Scene of the Disaster in the Local- 
ity Where the Quake of Thirty 
Years Ago Caused Bach 

Havoe. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Loxpon, Oct. 28.—[By Cable and As- 


sociated Press.] Dispatches received 
this evening from Japan announced that 
the telegraph wires beyond Hiogo and 
Osaka were down. It was added that 
there had been an earthquake at Hioga 
and a rumor was current that a great 
amount of property had been destroyed 
and that the loss of life was considera- 
ble. 

A private telegram dated Hioga, re- 
ceived tonight, says: “‘A severe shock 
of earthquake has been experienced at 
Osaka and the destruction of both life 
and property was very great. Sosevere 
was the shock that a number of houses 
were thrown tothe ground and many 
occupants were caught in the falling 
buildings and crushed to death. A 
large number of persons succeeded in 
escaping from their homes only to meet 
death in the streets. There isno means 
at present of estimating the total loss 
of life; in fact the details are very 
meager. All telegraph wires are 
broken in the districts affected by the 
falling poles. A private dispatch, how- 
ever, states that it is known that in 


| Osaka alone the death list contains the 


names of 800 residents of that city.”’ 
Hiogo isa seaport town of Japan, on 
the Island of Hondo, and situated about 
twenty-two miles by rail from Osaka. 
Hiogo has a fine harbor at the head of 
the Gulf of Osaka, and adjacent to 
Kobe. It is lighted with gas, and has a 
number of, fine buildings. The seaport 
referred to hasan extensive foreign 
and coastwise trade, and the population 
in 1884 was about 40,000souls. Osaka 
is also on the Island of Hondo, and on the 
seacoast, thirty-seven miles southwest 
of Kisto, to which place, as well as to 
Hiogo and Dobe, railwd#ys have been 
built. Osaka has a large foreign trade, 
arsenals, a great castle, machine shops, 
city hall, college and academy, and is 
traversed by canals, over which are 
more than 1100 bridges, some of iron. 
This city has many theaters and other 
places of amusement, and also 1900 
places of worship. In point of size it 


is the third or fourth city in Japan, but 


in social affairs, fashion, commerce and 
industry, it takes the first rank. Osaka 
has a population, according to the cen- 
sus of 1884, of about 350,000. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Neither the 
State Department nor the Japanese 
legation has received advices of the 
reported earthquake in Japan today. 
The Japanese minister said tonight that 
the last earthquake in Japan which re- 
sulted in great loss of life and property, 
occurred about thirty years ago at this 
season and in the same locality as the 
one mentioned today.

Some Fatherly Advice to San Fran- 
Cisco. 

San Francisco is still wrestling with 
the proposition how to regain her lost 
commercial prestige. The Traffic Asso- 
ciation is the agency now relied on prin- 
cipally to. accomplish this result, and 
the Traffic Association, its; plans, pur- 
poses and duties, forms the subject of 
daily discussion in the metropolitan 
papers. The Chronicle would like to 
see the ten country members eliminated 
from the Executive Committee and San 
Francisco’s twenty-five left to go it 
alone; solely in the interest of the Bay 
City. 

Some of the arguments adduced in 
‘support of this idea show the_ narrow 
provincialism of the big town as much as 
anything which has marked its hitherto 
unprogressive policy. For example, 
the Chronicle urges that it will not do 
to have country members codperating 
With the association, because, if they 


should see some real advantage 
proposed for San Francisco, they 
might throw stumbling blocks’ in 


the way. Citing a possible case, that pa- 
per a few days ago called attention 
to the subsidy paid the Pacific Mail in 
order to keep it from competing by the 
water route with the overland railroads. 
The fear was expressed that country 
members would not join in any effort to 
have this iniquity done away with for 


the advantages of a competing point. 
What nonsense!. As if. the subsidy paid 
the Pacific Mail to defeat competition 
were not more of an outrage on the rest 
of the State than it is on San Francisco. 
It is the producers of the State—the 
growers of wheat, fruits and vegetables 
—who pay that subsidy twice and 
three times over. San Francisco's 
middlemen do not pay it. 

But even if San Francisco paid it and 
suffered all the disadvantages, it is not 
fair to assume that the State at large 
would favor an injustice in order to 
spite San Francisco. Everybody, of 
course, knows that such would only be 
the converse of the policy pursued in 
former years by San Francisco. That 
city has always been ready to acquiesce 
in any unjust discrimination of railroad 
and steamship companies against the 
rest of the State, if only such discrim- 
ination worked to her own: advantage. 
| The quondam toll-taker of the Pacific 
Coast may be excused probably for 
judging others by itself; but, all the 
same, the judgment is not just. We 
believe that the State at large acts 
on a broader basis than San Fran- 
cisco has ever done, that 
no absolute injustice would be counte- 
nanced solely to benefit the State at 
large‘and injure San Francisco. That 
would be a-sshort-sighted policy which 
the present dilemma of the selfish me- 
tropolis should warn us against. Any 
system: which temporarily injures the 
chief city of the State or any part of 
the State, will, in time, react upon all. 
If the ports of San Francisco could 
be opened up to unrestricted com- 
merce—if the waterways of the Pacific 
could be utilized as they «should be for 
the carrying of bulky freight, grainand 
merchandise—does anybody suppose 
that the present tight grip of the Traffic 
Association could be» maintained on 
overland shipments? Would not rail- 
road freights go down proportionately 
undef the pressure of ocean competition 
and with the weight of a vast subsidy 
removed from them? All of the pro- 
ductive interests of the State would 
immediately feel a thrill of prosperity.

She was twice married, her first hus- 
band being Lieut.

Con McAuliffe, 
brother ofthe famous lightweight cham- 
pion pugilist, was selected as referee. 
The fight was a sort of go-as-you-please 
affair and at one time it looked as 
though the whole 200 spectators were 
‘going totake a handinit. 

The men started off in good shape, 
and for the first four rounds they fought 
fairly and Daly received some severe 
punishment, which induced him to com- 
mence foul fighting. The fouling com- 
menced in the latter part of the fourth 
round, and before the close of the fifth 
round everybody in the ring was push- 
ing, shoving and jostling one another 
and bellowing ‘‘foul’’ at thetop of their 
voices. The wildest kind of excitement 
prevailed, while all hands were endeav- 
oring to separate the fighters, who: had 
their teeth fixed in each other like two 
bulldogs. Fully five minutes was lost in 
trying to restore peace, 

In the sixth round, during one of 
the clinches, Daly managed to get one 
of his thumbs into Bates’s mouth and 
managed to increase the size of it by 
running it up into his left cheek. Bates 
bled freely, and first blood was claimed 
for and allowed Daly. The men had to 
be separated in this round, as they both. 
fouled all they knew how every time 
they came together. 

At the call of time Daly evidently 

did not think the thing even up, as he 
followed: Bates to his corner and bit a 
piece out of his shoulder. It wasa 
cold-blooded act, but still it was al- 
lowed despite all protests. The-crowd 
went there to see a fight toa finish, and 
so long as both men were fouling, the 
spectators wanted to see it out, no mat- 
ter if the fighters killed each other. 
_ The seventh round, arough and tum- 
ble affair of the most approved style, 
consisted of choking, biting, kicking, 
gouging and all kinds of unfair fighting. 
Daly, who started all the foul fighting, 
got decidedly the worst of it at his own 
peculiar style of pugilism. He finally 
ran out of the ring to escape his punish- 
ment, but he was thrown back into the 
ring again by his own friends and told 
to take his medicine. 
more attempts to turn and make his 
escape, but each time he was headed 
off by the crowd and pushed back into 
the ring. 

The eighth and last round was of 
short duration, as all the fight had been 
punched out of Daly, and his only aim 
seemed to be to get out out of the ring 
and as faraway from the fists of Bates as 
possible. Finally, in his mad efforts to 
escape, he smashed Con McAuliffe in the 
face and dove out through the ropes 
like an arrow, and there was nothing 
else left for McAuliffe to do but to give 
the victory to Bates, which he did, and 
all hands started for their homes, 


THE ANDOVER HERESY. 


A Decision That is a Virtual Victory for 
Smythe. 

Boston, Oct. 28 .—[By the Associated 
Press.] The decree of the board of 
visitors has been set aside in the famous 
Andover case. This is the decision of 
the Supreme Court and is based on the 
ground that the trustees were not 
made parties to the original proceed- 
ings.

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A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Attempted Assassination and Suc- 


cessful Suicide. 


G. J. Griffith, the Capitalist, Shot by 
Frank Burkett, 


Who Almost Immediately Blows Out 
His Own Brains, | 


Mr. Grifith Not Dangerously Wounded, 
and will Recover—The Causes Lead- 
ing Up to the Bloody 

Deed. 


Quite a sensation was created on the 
streets a few minutes past 3 o'clock 
vesterday afternoon when it was re- 
ported that G. J. Griffith, the well- 
known capitalist and owner of the Los 
Feliz rancho, had been shot with a 
double-barrel shotgun, while he and 
his wife and her sisters were decorating 
the grave of their mother, the late Mrs. 
Louis Mesmer, who died about four 
weeks ago and was buried in the Catho- 
lic Cemetery on Buena Vista street, and 
that the would-be assassin had com- 
mitted suicide. 

The police were notified from Tre 
Trmses office, where the tragedy was 
firstreported, and in a few minutes half 
a dozen officers and detectives were on 
the ground. 

CONFLICTING STORIES. 

Several hundred people had gathered 
about the scene ofthe tragedy by this 
time, and all kinds of stories were being 
told. One wasto the effect that Mr. 
Griffith and his family were at the 
grave of Mrs. Mesmer, when the would- 
be assassin drove upina buggy armed 
witha Wells-Fargo messenger double 
barrel shotgun and fired two shots at 
Mr. Griffith in quick suecession, both 
charges taking effect in his head and 
shoulders. The would-be murderer, 
whoturned out to be Frank Burkett of 
Tropico, then drove about fifty feet 
toward the bridge, and placing an old- 
style British bulldog pistol back of his 
right ear, blew his brains out. 

There was another story to the effect 
that Mr. Grifith was sitting in his 
buggy with his wife by his side, infront 
of the sexton’s house at{No. 1015 Buena 
Vista street, about 100 feet this side of 
the cemetery when Burkett drove up 
from behind, and when he reached a” 
point a few feet ahead of Mr. Griffith’s 
team he turned around and fired. Mr. 
Griffith almost fell from his buggy, and 
on gathering himself up he ran through 
Sexton B. Roache’s front gate and 
around the house. When he reached the 


back fence, Burkett again fired just as 


Mr. Griffith jumped over the fence. 
Burkett then drove a few feet further 
up the street and placing a pistol to his 
head, shot himself and fell over in 
his buggy, dead, with his head hanging 
out between the wheels. , 

WHAT AN EYE WITNESS saw. 

José Ybarra, as near as can be learned, 
was the only person that witnessed the 
tragedy. He was in the street near 
by when Burkett's buggy passed Mr. 
Griffith’s, had his vhead turned, 
but when the first shot was fired he 
looked around and saw Griffith either 
fall or jump from his buggy. The as- 
sassin’s intended then ran 
through Roache’s gate, and just ashe 
reached the back fence, Burkett fired 
another shot and drove off. José could 
see from Mr. Griffith's actions that he 
was wounded, but he kept running and 
jumped a third fence some distance 
from Roache’s house. Joséstarted after 
him, as he expected to see him fall 
dead at any moment, as he believed the 
shotgun was loaded with buckshot. 

He soon overtook the wounded man 
and helped him back to his buggy 
where Mrs. Griffith was waiting. The 
wounded man was helped 
and after wrapping his bleeding head 
up with one of Mrs. Griffith’s .wraps, 
José slowly drove to the United States 


‘Hotel where Mr. Griffith was carried to | 


his room and physicians were sent for. 
THE CORONER ON THE GROUND. 

A few minutes after Mr. Griffith had 
been removed from the scene of the 
tragedy Coroner Weldon and a Times 
representative put in an appearance, 
and the work of gathering evidence for 
the inquest onthe remains of Burkett, 
which will be held at the morgue in the 
undertaking rooms of Orr & Sutch, was 
begun. 

The excited crowd had disappeared 
and it was not difficult to get atthe 


- main facts surrounding the tragedy. 


Mr. Roache and his wife were found in 
their front yard, talking the matter 


over, 


SEXTON ROACHE’S STATEMENT. 

“I was over in the cemetery,” said 
Mr. Roache, ‘working among the grawes 
when I heard the shots in front of my 
house. I hurried here as fast as_possi- 
ble and soon reached a point where I 
could see what was going on. 

“The first thing that attracted my at- 
tention was Mr. Griffith jumping over 
the fences. Icould see blood on his 
face, and I knew that he had been shot, 
but he was too active to be dangerously 
hurt, sol hurried onto the house and 
found Mrs. Griffith seated in her buggy 
at my gate. 

‘‘A little further up the street I sawa 
buggy standing still and a man hanging

partly out, head down. A’ big crowd | 


had gathered by this time and we found 
the man dead. Mr. and Mrs. Griffith 
were driven off, and the police patrol 
wagon soon came up and took the dead 
manaway. Idid not hear loud talking 
or quarreling before the shooting, al- 
though I was near enough to hear. I 
don’t think there was a word spoken.” 
A BABY'S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Mrs. Roache was in the house when 
the first shot was fired, but she came 
out before the second and saw Mr. 
Griffith running through the yard. The 
only thing that was said was by 
Mrs. Griffith, who called out: ‘I know 
who it is, papa,’’ but Mr. Griffith did 
not turn to reply. 

‘I was terribly frightened, especially 
when I saw the man in the buggy fire 
at Mr. Griffith just as he jumped the 
back fence, only a fewinches from my 
little baby, who was sleeping in her 
carriage. I rushed to the poor darling, 
expecting to find her dead, but she was 
laughing merrily and had not been 
touched, although several shot passed 
through the pillow under her head and 
the top of the baby carriage was filled 
with shot.”” . 

Both baby and carriage were then 
produced. and an examination of the 
top showed that the gun was loaded 
with No. 8 bird shot. Had the gun 
been loaded with buckshot, as was. re- 
ported. there would have -been three 


_ deaths instead of one, for Mr. Griffith 


was struck when he cleared the back 
fence, andenough shot struck the top 
of the baby buggy to have torn it all to 
pieces had they been heavier. As it 
was, they did not penetrate the can- 
vas. and the baby did not receive even 
a scratch.

THE SUICIDE. 

As soon as Burkett fired the last shot 
he whipped up his horse and started for 
the bridge. He had only gone a few 
feet when he must have determined to 
take his own life, for he drew a pistol 
from his pocket and placing the muzzle 
against his head, just back of his right 
ear, he pulled the trigger. The weapon 
refused to explode, and he snapped the 
hammer three or four times before the 
cartridge exploded.. The bullet literally 
tore the back part of his head all to 
pieces, and brains and blood covered the 
sides of the buggy and the street. He 
must have died instantly, for he was 
cold when the officers reached him. 

AT THE MORGUE. 

The body of the dead man was re- 
moved at once to the morgue, where a 
large crowd soon gathered, among 
whom were a number of friends of the 
deceased. Burkett was an Englishman 
by birth, and is apparently a man be- 
tween 50 and 60 years of age. He 
came to Los Angeles five or six years 
ago with Dr. Sketchley from Africa, 
and was one of the parties interested 
in the ‘ostrich farm’’ project and the 
Los Feliz rancho, which proved to be 
such a.disastrous failure. Burkett had 
some means when he came to Los An- 
geles, and, with four other Englishmen, 
leased a portion of the Los Feliz rancho 
for ostrich farming. As stated above, . 
the scheme was a failure, and the four 
others gave up their leases, Burkett 
had erected a $8000 house on his place, 
some 400 or 500 acres, and had put up 
some fencing, and was not disposed to 
give this up. By the terms of 
his lease, which ran for five years, he 
was to pay a yearly rental and was to 
have the option of purchasing at any 
time prior to the expiration of the 
lease, the price to be paid _ being 
$52,000. Burkett began to run be- 
hind in his payments, and Mr. Griffiths 
brought suit and secured judgment. 
About this time, something over a year 
ago, the house on the place burned 
down, under circumstances that gave 
rise to suspicions of incendiarism, and 
Mr. Griffiths and others were very out- 
spoken in expressing their opinion that 
the house was burned to prevent it 
falling into the hands of the owners of 
the property. Burkett, after the fire, 
removed to the house of a friend living 
near Tropico, and since has made it his 
home, He has been very bitter against 
Mr. Griffith, and during the past year 
two lawsuits have been instituted 
against him. Both were, however, de- 
cided in favor of Mr. Griffith, and this 
has increased Burkett’s oe against 
him.. For the past few weeks Burkett’s 
friends claim that he has been men- 
tally unbalanced from brooding over 
what he considered his wrongs. He 
has made threats against0-Grif- 
fith, but as they were merely 
regarded as the utterances of 
acrazy man, no particular attention 
was paid to them, and his friends were 
atta shocked when they heard of 

urkett’s desperate act. 

Shortly after the body was taken to 
the morgue, the clothing was searched 
by the Coroner. Only a single 25 cent 
piece in money was found in the pock- 
ets, but several letters and papers were 
discovered, showing that the dead man 
was a bitter enemy of Griffith. 

_An unaddressed letter, which was 
evidently intended for an _ intimate 
friend, reads as follows: 

Tropico, Los Angeles, Oct. 25. 

Dear James: I told you in my last the 
decision was given in the Supreme Court 
against me as the complaint was defective. 
Still not mentioning the cause it was sent 
there for any way it was opento amend- 
ment. John Robarts promtsed me faith- 
fully two days before the expiration of time 
that he would appeal it but he wilfully letit 
pass over. He had been well paid to carry 
it to the last appeal. Don’t you think it is 
a villainous shame? He ought to be crossed 
off the rolls. There is pretty plain proof 
that Griffith has bought the whole lot. If 
one cannot get more justice than that I 
think one is justifiedin taking the lawin 
his own hands. Will write againina few 
days. I remain yours very sincerely,

ead pencil as follows:

He _ continued 
in very r circumstances long after 
he emigrated to America, making his 
residence at Danville, Pa. Indomitable 
pluck, steady perseverence, etc., anda lit- 
tle enterprise, however, soon put him on 
the high road to success. He now ownsa 
farm of 6500 acres and is accredited with 
being worth over $1,000,000. Not the 
least honorable incident in his. history is 
the fact that he recently sent over to Wales 
for his aged parents who now in their old 
age enjoy the pleasure of ease and plenty 
in the home of the son, to whom the only 
patrimony they could give was the early 
religious training of the old Welsh home, in 
Glamorganshire. Welsh is still the lan- 
guage of the home in this California palace 
as it was in the old home,

MR. GRIFFITH'S STATEMENT. 
Mr. Griffith was seen by a TIMEs re- 


porter last evening at his rooms at the 


had been attended to, and he was rest- 
ing comfortably, apparently suffering 
but little pain. The gentleman was in 
good spirits, and was chatting with his 
agent, A. J. Bradish, when the reporter 
entered, having just got through with a 
number of personal friends who had 
called to congratulate him on his es- 
cape.

Mr. Griffith talks very freely .about 
the tradgedy in which he had played 
such an important part, and the circum- 
stances leading up toit.

Asamatter of fact Burkett had never 
paid him a cent on the land, and had 
notthe shadow of aclaim to it. In 
brief, the history of the transaction, he 
stated, is substantially asfollows: Some 
five years ago Burkett, with four others, 
leased about 1200 acres of the Los 
Feliz Rancho for the purpose of going 
into ostrich farming. The scheme fell 
through, and the other four gave up 
their leases. Burkett retained his 
lease. he having put up a house and im- 
provements on the land, amounting to 
-$8000. By the terms of Burkett’s 
lease, he had an_ option to 
purchase the land atany time before 
its expiratiom on paying the price 
agreed upon, $52,000 for the 400 
acres held by him. Burkett never made 
any offer to buy the land. On the con- 
trary, he ran behind in his rent, and as 
e matter of fact his books now show 
that Burkett is indebted to him to the 
extent of about $2000. He finally insti- 
tuted suit and secured judgment against 
Burkett but did not annoy him, as the 
improvements on the land more than 
covered the debt. About a year ago 
Burkett’s house burned under suspicious 
circumstances, and he was so coLvinced 


that it was incendiarism to prevent the

This suit 
was so preposterous that it was thrown 
out of court without hearing any testi- 
mony on ‘his side; The suit was then 
renewed in another form, Burkett 
chiming $25,000 damages, because, as 
he alleged, he (Griffith) had prevented 
another deal by representing that Bur- 
kett could not give a clear title to the 
property. G. L, Dennison figured in 
this suit as the capitalist who declined 
to buy the property. As in the previ- 
ous case, a decision was given against 
Burkett, which decision af- 
firmed by the Supreme Court 
a short time ago. Mr. Griffith stated that 
he was of the opinion that Burkett had 
been bled by his attorneys, who repre- 
sented that he had cause for action, and 
that they led him on until he had no 
more money, when they dropped his 
case, and let the matter go by default, 
knowing that there was no legal merit 
init. So faras known, Burkett had no 
family, and lived alone.

The Committee of Thirteen Con- 
tinues Its Work.. 


The Devil's Gate Site for a New 
Reservoir. 


Congregationalists in Convention on

The Committee of Thirteen held a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at the Board of 
Trade rooms. There were present J. A. 
Buchanan, J. W. Scoville, T. P. Lukens, P 
M. Green, W. W. Webster. James Clarke, 
James Craig, A.J. Painter, A, C. Armstrong 
and W. S. Wright. 

If any importance attaches to the doings 
of this committee it looks as if there will 
be an irrigation district formed in ‘this vi- 
cinity and that the Devil's Gate site will be 
the one selected for a reservoir. Follow- 
ing up the resolutions passed a few days 
previous recommending the formation of 
an irrigation district as the best means to 
solve the water question, the following res. 
olution was adopted yesterday: ‘That it 
is the sense of this committee that we rec- 
ommend the adoption of the Arroyo Seco 
reservoir site referred toin the report of 
the sub-committee.’’ In support of the mo-. 
tion Mr. Green stated his preference for the 
arroyo site. While it will not flood 
the lands as high upon thc foothills 
it will allow several thousand more 
acres to be comprised within the district, 
and will permit of 151 miner’s inches of 
living water to sweeten and purify the wa- 
ter stored. This last feature was regarded 
as of special importance. Mr. McQuil- 
ling was quoted to the effect that he does 
not believe the Loughery site will hold wa- 
per owing tothe porous condition of the 
soil. 


Mr. Scoville, as a means of solving some 
of the difficulties that have presented them- 
selves, favored the extension of the city 
limits, but was opposed to the original plan 
as being unjusttothecity. He favored a 
more equable apportionment of the bur- 
dens. He expressed himself heartily in fa- 
vor of the Devil’s Gate site for the reasons 
set forth by Mr, Green. 

Mr. Webster said he was for water, and 
would favor the project which best meets 
the wishes of the people. 

Mr. Painter favored the city owning the 
water supply, as did also Mr. Wright. 

Mr. Buchanan thought that the whole 
watershed from Eaton Cafion to the Devil's 
Gate should be under one management. 
While the water companies have done a 
great deal, there is strength in consolida- 
tion. The project under consideration will 
benefit every person, whether his holdings 
be large or small. Wereour water supply 
properly utilized, five or ten years hence 
would find this the paradise of the world. 


Mr. Lukens also spoke, urging the impor-. 


tance of the matter. 

The following resolution was then passed ; 
‘That it is the sense of this committee that 
the city limits be extended and that thecity 
boundaries correspond with the limits of 
the irrigation district.”’ 

Adjournment was then made until Satur- 
fay afternoon at 2 o'clock.

The Garden. 
{Farm and Fireside.] 

Permanent vegetable beds.—It is 
certainly a good suggestion to plant all 
perennials, such as rhubarb, asparagus, 
and even currants, gooseberries, etc., 
in the centerof the gardcn. Most peo- 
ple put them all by themselves in a cor- 
ner, out of the way; and here is where 
they miss it. Just as sure as these veg- 
etables and fruits are set on one side, 
next the fence or boundary of the gar- 
‘den, or in acorner, they will be neg- 
lected and soon overrun with weeds; 
and ten to one, in two or three years 
the whole plantation will be an eye- 
sore and of little practical value. 

How different if you plant these per- 
ennial things in the center of the 
garden! Have rows right through the 
middle—of course the long way, as all 
rows in the garden should be—and per- 
haps not quite reaching tothe ends. A 
row or twoof asparagus, one of rhubarb, 
one Or two of 
currants and gooseberries will give you 
an abundance of these vegetables and 
fruits. When the ota is plowed you 
can plow all around them, and they are 
sure to receive proper tillage, for of 
course they are cultivated and hoed 
with the rest of the garden, and their 
conspicuous place alone will securethem 
proper attention. Thus located, the 
rows are kept clean from vear to year, 
manured inthe same way and at the 
same time as the rest of the garden, 
and the plantation will last and be use- 
ful and a comfort for many vears. 


A Pretty Late Orange. 
[Pomona Progress.] 

There was picked from a tree on the 
F. W. Bowen plate on West Holt ave- 
nue. last Saturday, a Navel orange that 
was in every way a fine specimen of 
fruit. The meat was juicy and solid, 
the rind was firm and fragrant, and the 
weight of the orange was nineteen 
ounces. Considering that the Navel 
orange cropin this region was picked 
last March, this specimen, picked over 
six months later, shows how long some 
such fruit will hangon the trees and 
remain in good condition.

San Bernardino, Redlands, Colton, 
Riverside, Ontario and other towns that are 
to secure ight and power from this source 
should not be permitted to outstrip Pomona 
in furthering this important project, and 
thus secure the means by which they may 
command from the company a better ser- 
vice than Pomona.

There is no better time to plant 
chestnuts than that chosen by nature, 
when they fallfrom the tree and the 
burrs burst open. If they cannot be 
planted until spring they should be kept 
in a box of rather moist sand ina damp 
cellar. Itis best to plant just where 
they are wanted to grow. as: they have 
a long tap root which makes transplant- 
ing difficult. They grow quickly, make 
a good shade tree and good timber.

—— Day of the Annual Con- 
ference. 


Encouraging Reports of the Church 
in This City. 


An Interesting Women’s Meeting 
Held Yesterday Afternoon. 


Reports Presented on Mission Work 
Platform Meeting on “Protestant- 
Last Evening—Prom- 

inent Delegates. 


A. H. Judson. inhis address of wel- 
come to the Unitarian Conference now 
in session here, gave a very encourag- 
ing account of the church of that de- 
nomination in this city. Since thecom- 
ing of Rev. S. J. Thomson, who by his 


broad Christian spirit and entire free- 


dom from bigotry, has wona large place 
in the hearts of the people, the church 
has beenin a most flourishing condi- 
tion. The congregation now includes 
about three hundred members, with an 
attendance of from 800 to 900. Rev. 
Dr. Thomson is now entering upon his 
second year’s labor here. In speaking 
of Christian illiberality, Mr. Judson 
gave an amusing‘account of his unsuc- 
cessful attempt to advertise Unitarian 
servicesin the Church Record. The ap- 
plication was refused on the ground 
that Dr. Thomson was not a member of 
the Ministerial Union. “I speak of 
this,’’ he continued, ‘‘not in any spirit 
of anger, but to show what an illiberal 
spirit there is. In Dr. Thomson’s ser- 


| mons you will hear good Christian sen- 


timent and the 
spirit.’’ 

President W. J. Thompson, whocomes 
from Tacoma, the most distant point in 
the conference, responded, expressing 
the appreciation felt by the delegates at 
their cordial reception to the land of 
sunshine and flowers. 

YESTERDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

At 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
Rev. Dr. Horatio Stebbins of San Fran- 
cisco, one of the bright and shining 
lights in the church, addressed the con- 
ference on ‘‘Protestantism—its present 
unrest; the relation of Unitarianism to 
it.’ According to the views of this ad- 
vanced thinker, Protestantism is only 
modified Romanism. The weakness of 
Protestantism consists in its infallible 
book with no infallible interpreter. Its 


broadest catholic 


strength is in theseed ofliberty planted 


in the old church at Geneva. But dog- 
matic religion cannot flourish in the 
full light of science. The universal law 
in nature means one Law-giver. 

Rev. Dr. Conger of Pasadena followed 
the brilliant speaker with a few re- 
marks on the friendly relations between 
Unitarianism and Universalism and ex- 
pressed the opinion that there should 
be a church of each denomination. in 


| Los Angeles. 


Rev. A. J. Wells, pastor of the Ply- 
mouth Congregational Church, made'a 
most liberal address. He spoke of tle 
multitudinous causes of unrest in the 
churches, specifying the names of sci- 
entists and poets, teachers like Arnold, 
and preachers like Robertson. Given 
such facts as Darwin has presented it 
is impossible to believe that the uni- 
verse was manufactured in a week. 
Let it be shown that the Bible is not an 
infallible book; that revelation does not 
belong to one nation; that inspiration 
exists in allages; that God has been 
coming into human life as fast. as He 
can come: that He is not partial, but 
the God of the whole earth; that 
real resurrection is that of souls, and 

a hundred other things along this line, 
nto men will break with the old views. 

“I believe in a God.”’ he said, ‘‘who is 
in the world today, and in the eternal 
wheel of progress. Views of the oid 
Calvinism make Christ but a factor of 
redemption. Wehave no doubt about 
the issue; the kingdom of our God will 
goon. We believe a great deal more 
than we used to, but must look with 
compassion upon those who sit watch- 
ing and fearing by the wayside. 
nofear for the truth. It upholds us, 
not we the truth. We have come to an 
age of independent thought, but we 
shall have discipleship at once intelli- 
gent and devout. 

‘‘We want something more than fel- 
lowship in name. Romanism has one 
Pope, but in our Protestantism of today 
we have a great many popes. As long 
as we rest on dogma and not life we 
shall have plenty of believers and but 
little manhood. We protest against 
walking around our little mill-pond and 
saying, ‘It is the sea.’ We want fel- 
lowship in practical work in spiritual 
things for humane ends. We desire the 
coining of human life into character 
rather than opinion. Tale hold of the 
industrial questions and social prob- 
lems with a large spirit; with hands 
linked together in earnest work. When 


we do this we shall have the second.

THE CHILEAN AGENTS. 


Progress of the Case Against 


Burt and Trumbull. 


Argument on the Motion to Dismiss 
Finally Concluded. 


Continued Until Tuesday, When Judge 
Ross will Give His Decision. 


The Official Papers Commuting Doane’s 
Sentence Recetved—The Waters 
Case Set for Trial—General - 
Court Notes. 


When Judge Ross reconvened the 
United States District Court at 10:80 
o’clock yesterday morning, Alex Camp- 
bell, Esq., special assistant counsel for 
the Government, resumed his argument. 
in opposition to the motion of defend- 
ant’s counsel, asking the Court to in- 
struct the jury in the case against Rich- 
ard L. Trumbull and George A. Burt, 
the Chilean agents, to acquit the de- 
fendants. He was followed by Charles 
Page, Esq., who addressed the Court 
until the noon recess, and for a short 
time during the afternoon session. 
Hon. S..M. White and Alex Campbell, 
Esq., then closed, the motion’ being 
finally submitted to the Court at 8 
o'clock. Judge Ross took the matter 
under advisement, and continued the 
case until Tuesday morning next at 
10:30 o'clock. By consent, the libel 
cases against the steamship Itata and 
the 2000 cases o farms and ammunition 
were also continued until the same time. 

COMMUTED BY THE PRESIDENT. ° 

For some time past the friends of 
Edwartd W. Doane, who was sentenced 
by Judge Ross to imprisonment in the 
County Jail for five years, upon his con- 
viction of the crime of embezzlement, 
on June 20, 1890, have been earnestly 
endeavoring to procure a pardon for 
him; and with this end in‘'view a petition 
indorsed by Judge Ross, United States 
Attorney Cole anda number of others 
was forwarded to the President. The 
result is that President Harrison has 
ordered Doan’s sentence commuted to 
two years’ actual imprisonment. 

It will probably be remembered that 
Doane, while employed at the First 
National Bank of this city in, L888, 
embezzled the, funds of that institution 
and falsified its returns to cover up his 
peculations, which were not discovered 
until after he had left this city, and 
entered into the service,of a banking 
firm at Salt Lake City. 

The document containing the order of 
commutation was received by United 
States Marshal Gard yesterday after- 
noon. It reads as follows: 

Benjamin Harrison, President of the United 

States of America—To all to whom these pres- 

ents shall come-—Greeting: 

WHEREAS, Edward W. Doane, in the 
United States District Court for the South- 
ern district of C@Mlifornia, on the Sth day 
of June, 1890, was indicted, charged with 
embezzling the funds of. and making false 
entries in the books of a national banking 
association, convicted upon his piea of 
guilty Jun¢ 20, 1890, and on the same day 
sentenced toimprisonment in the County 
Jail of Los Angeles county, Cal., for the 
period of five years; and 

WHEREAS, it is represented that said 
Deane. prior to the commission of this of- 
fense, had always borne a good character, 


being a young man of temperate habits; 


that he has made restitution to the parties 
injured, so far as lay in his power, by turn- 
ing all of his property over to them; and 

WHEREAS, alarge number of officials and 
citizens of Los Angeles, Cal., petition that 
he be pardoned; and 


WHEREAS, the ex-United States Attorney 


of said district, who prosecuted the case, 
the present United States Attorney and the 
trial Judge recommend that ‘a pardon be 
granted; 

Now, therefore, be it kfrown, that I, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, President of the. United 
States of America, in copsideration of the 
premises, divers other good and sufficient 
reasons me thereunto moving, do hereby 
commute the sentence of the said Edward 
W. Doane to two years’ actual imprison- 

moant. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto 
signed my name and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this 20th 
day of October, A. D., 1891, and of the in- 
dependence of the United States the 116th.

AN OLD CASE SET FOR TRIAL. 

In Department One yesterday the 
case against P..Walters charged with 
having assaulted A. B. Adams at Santa 
Monica on December 8, 1887, with in- 
tent to murder, was set. for trial by 
Judge Smith on December 3 next, the 
defendent meanwhile being released 
upon bonds in the sum of $1000.

COUNTY AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


Annual Statement Furnished to the State 
Comptroller, 

According to the annual statements 
furnished by. County Auditor Rollins to 
the State Comptroller, the total value 
of the taxable property in this county, 
exclusive of railroads, after the 15 per 
cent. raise matle by the State Board of 
Equalization, is $80,357,521. 

The State taxes assessed on this 
amount to $358,394.54, and thecounty 
taxes to $526,184.90, making a total 
of $884,529.44. 

Of this sum the Assessor has collected: 
State taxes, 89,720.80, and county 
taxes, 813,252.89; ora total of %22,- 
977.19; leaving a balance, still to be 
collected, of $861,532.25. In addition 
to this, however, is the special school 
district tax, which amounts to $82,- 
709.90, so that the total amount 
charged to the Tax Collector was $944,- 
262.15, of which sum $79,780.40 is 
credited to road taxes. 

The bonded indebtedness of the county 
on Septembe# 26 last was $914,500; 
and of these outstanding bonds, $142,- 
500 worth draw 6 per cent. interest; 
$592,000 draw 4%¢ per cent; and 
$180,000 draw 5 per cent. 


There is in the county treasury cash 
in the sum of $42,966.97, which is ap- 
plicable to the payment of this indebt- 
edness; while [the estimated valuation 
of the county’s property is as follows: 
Courthouse, $700.000; jail, $60,000; 
hospital, $50,000; poor farm, $40,- 
000; and real estate, $25,000; total 
8875, 000. 


‘A PREHISTORIC COIN. 


What Was Found at the Bottom of an 
Arkansas Well. 

Hevena (Ark.,) Oct. 28.—|Corre- 
reported from the little town of Laconia, 
spondence.] A most remarkable find is 
about twenty-five miles south of this 
city. A well was being drilled ona 
farm at the edge of town and when 
they had gone to a depth of 125 feet 
the drillers reported that they were in 
some peculiar substance which was 
hard yet which was not ro¢ék. They ex- 
amined the drillings and said that they 
were passing through a layer of brick, 
as nothing else would give the peculiar 
As the 
drill was at such a depth that it was 
considered impossible for bricks to be 
buried there they were laughed at, but 
the men insisted that there were bricks 
atthe bottom of the hole. Asthere 
were no brick houses in the town, and 
as there nad never been. any it could 
not be believed, but the strong asser- 
tions of the men induced many people 
to visit the place. 

While quite a crowd was around the 
well hole the men brought up to the 
surface a lot of mud and examined it as 
they had done from the time they found 
the brick residue. In the mass of mud 
was a small piece of metal which was 
cleaned off and was found to be a piece 
of money. It was octagonal in shape 
and had hieroglyphics on it which could 
not be deciphered, but which were evi- 
dently meant to represent the value of 
the piece. » It was totally different from 


anything ever seen in this neighbor- 


hood, and it was brought to this city 
and shown to numismatists, but all 
agreed in pronguncing it as something 
beyond their knowledge. It is claimed 
by antiquarians here that the bricks 
and coin are the relics of a prehistoric 
race which lived’ here many years be- 


fore the Indians and built the pave- 


ments and roads which were discovered 
at Memphis on the other side of the 
river above here. The coin will be 
sent to the Smithsonian Institute for 
examination, but the owner says it will 
take a large amount of money to buy it, 
as he thinks it is worth a fortune. 


The Match Went Out.

How “Ground Ice” Forms. 
The whole body of water is at the same 
time cooled to below the freezing point, 


walking encyclo-_ 


stones and gravel of the river or lake bed— 
serve as a point of congelation or crystal-

Ground ice may be the lowest stratum 
of the once completely frozen mass of wa- 
ter, retained at the bottom by the natural 
cohesion to Uses rough substances of the 
river bed during the thawing and melting 
of the foe on the surface, or it may even be 
formed under favorable conditions beneath 
briskiy flowing water, probably by the 
action of eddies, which draws the surface 
water down through the warmer but 
denser liquid, thus cooling the rocks at the 
bottom, forming a base for its formation. 

This remarkable species of ice usually 
gathers on a ciear, cold night, when the 
surface of the water is not frozen.—St. 
Louis Republic.

The only thing in Which a decrease is 
noted is canned goods, but the decrease 
is but 200,000 pounds and it is sur- 
prising that it is not more considering 
the immense shipments that have been 
reported for some weeks. In green 
fruit the increase is more than 800,000 
pounds.

POLICE BUSINESS. 

The Police Commissioners met in the 
Mavor's office yesterday afternoon, 
with His Honor presiding, and the full 
board present. 3 

The pay roll for October, amounting 
to 85418.14, was presented, and Chief 
Glass made a statement in regard to 
Officer Farmer, who is laid up with 
sciatic rhenmatism, and also in regard 
to Officer Martin, who reported that he 
had fallen into a hole while while pur- 
suing a thief, and broke tio of his ribs. 

Commissioner Lewis ten moved that 
the disabled officers be allowed half pay 
for the month, which motion passed by 
unanimous vote, and the pay roll as 
amended was approved. 

Chief Glass reported the suspension 
of Officer Todd for violation of sundry 
rules of the department, and also for 
borrowing money from citizens under 
false pretenses, the cases of P. Ballade 
and a widow woman being cited. The 
Chief read the statement of P. Ballade 
in regard to the matter, saying that 
Todd had paid back the money. 

A written reply was also read from 
Todd, denying each and. every allega- 
tion made against him, and asking for: 
an investigation. 

Commissioner Lewis moved that the 
action of the Chief be sustained in re- 
gard to the suspension of the officer, 
which motion prevailed, and Commis- 
sioners Lewis, Dexter and Snyder were 
appointed a committee to further inves- 
tigate the case.
